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Planting Time—Lawns are started 
more easily in the Fall during the month 
of September, as the grass germinates 
best and grows fastest while the weather 
is cool and moist. Spring planting, how- 
ever, will make good lawns, and may be 
advisable in very cold sections where 
Fall planting is subjected to winter kill. 

Preparing the Soil—Any good gar- 
den soil will grow a good lawn. It is 
vitally necessary that the soil be pre- 
pared to a depth of at least 8 inches and 
permitted to lay for several weeks in 
order that most of the weed seeds in the 
soil will germinate and be destroyed by 
surface cultivation. On extremely heavy 
or sticky soils, apply coarse sand as well 
as ground peat to loosen it up and pro- 
vide for better drainage. Roll the area 
several times with a lawn roller, fill the 
depressions and work out the air pock- 
ets to establish a uniformly firm and 
level seed bed. 

Seeding—For best results, use 1 
pound to every 200 square feet. Thickly 
seeded lawns give little opportunity for 
the development of weeds. Scattering 
the seed evenly is done by dividing the 
Dee en _ 'seed into two equal parts and seeding 
one section of it lengthwise the tract and the second crosswise, thus avoiding bare spots and a ragged 
appearance. Immediately after sowing the seed, roll it again to firm the soil around the seed in order 
that the seed may obtain sufficient moisture to germinate.

Dig the soil deeply to allow 
deep rooting. Open a trench 4 to 6 inches deep, in which plant the seeds early in February and cover with an 
inch of soil and press it firmly. When up about 2 inches begin cultivating and gradually fill the trench until it 
is level. Do not allow the roots to become too dry; water at least twice a week. 


Fall Planting—Sweet peas may also be started in October, November and December, planting 4 to 6 inches 
deep, but covering with 1 inch of soil and working a mulch of leaves over the top. They will become well rooted 
and grow up at the first opening of spring and produce an abundance of blooms earlier and for a longer season 


than spring plantings.
